Fear and Loathing in South Walton

Like in any very special place, there 
are going to be passionate, opposing 
forces at work to control what happens 
to it. I've lived in Northwest Florida 
since 1972 and have seen Fort Walton 
Beach, Destin, Panama City and 
now South Walton go through this 
painful and sometimes ugly fight to 
balance growth with preservation of 
community character. Where there 
is passion there are strong feelings 
of fear and loathing for the opposing 
forces. On one side there is fear of 
over control, on the other fear of 
overdevelopment, and both sides have 
a fear of change. And plenty of loathing 
to go around for the opposing view. 


The recent primary election in South 
Walton’s District 5 hits at the core 
of this issue. Each candidate raised 
over $100,000 to have the privilege 
or curse of being one of five County 
Commissioners who will determine 
the future of South Walton. The 
incumbent was largely supported by 
South Walton residents clinging to the 
hope that a voice of preservation and 
smart, compatible development would 


be preserved. The challenger and newly 
elected Commissioner was funded 
largely by development interests 
hoping to retain as little development 
regulation and control as possible. 


The recent approval and eventual 
denial of a Hampton Inn on Scenic 
30A after a lengthy, expensive 
legal battle sowed the seeds of the 
community coming together to defy 
and challenge those forces at work 
that would change the character 
of South Walton. Most citizens are 
not against development, but the 
operative word most mention is 
“compatibility.” Surely, the Planning 
and Zoning Board struggles with 
this concept with every new building 
application. Certainly, some of the 
variances that are given are justified, 
but many people feel far too often 
they are allowing totally incompatible 
developments to occur. Now that the 
Maui Waves/Snappy Turtle Company 
is proposing a 7,000-square-foot store 
on Dalton Drive in a residential area, 
the “Whack a Mole” process is starting 
all over again. The community is up in 
arms and lining up for fight to stop yet 
another “incompatible development.” 
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Beyond development concerns there 
is a feeling among South Walton 
residents that with only one County 
Commissioner actually living in South 
Walton there is a lack of representation 
in our current county government for 
South Walton. Nearly 90 percent of 
the taxes in all of South Walton are 
collected south of the bay, and many 
residents are screaming “taxation 
without representation.” Also, with 
the increasing urbanization of South 
Walton, there are very complex issues 
specific to South Walton and lacking 
infrastructure needs going into the 
future. 


Shortly after the Hampton Inn was 
halted, the group called A Better 
South Walton was formed to seek 
possible governance solutions for 
South Walton. The group is made up 
of a bipartisan, eight-member board 
of full-time South Walton residents. 
The effort is gaining steam and 
popularity with the suggestion of 
creating a fourth Walton County city 
called “The Town of South Walton,” 
promising comprehensive, focused 
and representative governance. A 
feasibility study was commissioned 
and charter completed to be 
submitted to the Florida Legislature 
this fall. The goal is to allow the voters 
of South Walton to vote for or against 
Incorporation in August of 2017. 


Five well-attended community 
meetings and three charter workshops 
were completed throughout the 
summer. A three-district board of City 
Commissioners is being suggested 
representing Miramar/Sandestin, 
Central South Walton and the 
Eastern block to Inlet Beach. Two 
City Commissioners would represent 
each district as well, and a voting 
Mayor seat is planned. Seven South 
Walton residents would be working 
fulltime on South Walton issues and 


needs. Anyone with questions may go 
to abettersouthwalton.org to read 
the Feasibility Study, Charter and any 
other information. 


Besides those fearing over control 
of development, those opposing 
incorporation will fear “more taxes 
and more government.” But the 
feasibility study shows no raise 
in taxes is necessary, provided 
State Shared Revenue is granted 
by the State. Through inter-local 
agreements with the county, the new 
city would keep nearly all services 
intact and currently paid for with 
existing ad valorem taxes. Fire, 
sheriff, mosquito control, parks 
and recreation, etc., would all stay 
the same and be paid for with 
existing taxes. The only newly formed 
component would be a new Planning 
and Zoning entity along with a newly 
written comprehensive plan specific 
only to South Walton. 


One thing for certain, this same 
struggle happened in Fort Walton 
and Destin and is being played out in 
South Walton. At least there is time 
to hopefully strike a balance that will 
ensure property values stay strong 
and the valued character of the area 
is retained. The question to ask is 
this—are we happy with our current 
government and representation, or 
should we seek another solution? 


There is no shortage of fear and loathing 
to go around as the opposing forces line 
up to determine the future of South 
Walton. Hopefully, both sides can strike 
a balance that will retain all the elements 
that make South Walton a desired place 
to live and visit. If we can strike that 
balance, certainly our children and 
grandchildren will thank us.

Trouble Lurks Down the Third-Party Path

A fellow named Gary Johnson is 
running for president on the Libertarian 
ticket. He is an affable flake with zero 
chance of winning, yet millions of 
disenchanted Americans are expected 
to vote for him this year. 


He once famously asked an interviewer, 
“What is Aleppo?” 


This question would be much more 
amusing if Johnson were a non-factor 
in the election, and if the stakes weren’t 
so high. 


Yet even after all the rancid revelations 
of the past 10 days, the race between 
Donald Trump and Hillary Clinton 
remains close enough in a few key 
states that Johnson is potentially a 
spoiler. We’ve been down this path 
before, with crushing consequences. 


Every four years, lots of fed-up 
Americans cast their ballots for fringe 
candidates whom they know can’t 
possibly win. This is a freedom we 


own—the right to willfully waste a 
responsibility that most people in the 
world only dream of obtaining. 


This year, when the two major U.S. 
parties have nominated candidates 
disliked by so many voters, there’s a 
strong temptation to turn to someone 
else—practically anyone else. 


Perhaps you feel you’d be serving your 
conscience by voting for any other name 
on the ballot besides Trump or Clinton. 
Maybe you imagine waking up the next 
day proud of yourself for figuratively 
flipping off the establishment. 


Lots of people thought the same thing 
back in 2000. That’s the year Florida 
botched the presidential balloting, 
and George W. Bush was declared the 
official winner in the state by a measly 
537 votes over Al Gore. 


That’s what sent Bush to the White 
House. 


And that’s why Arlington National 


Cemetery now has so many graves 
in a place called Section 60, where

Say what you will about Gore, but he’d 
never have listened to the likes of Dick 
Cheney and invaded Iraq, a disaster 
that ignited anti-American hatred 
in the Middle East, energizing first 
al-Qaida and now the Islamic State.

Nader knew he’d never win a single 
state but, hey, let’s make a statement! 


Which was...? Exactly. Still, he got 
97,488 votes, finishing third in the 
balloting. 


The math from the 2000 fiasco is 
simple.

Floridians who threw away their votes 
on no-chance, third-party candidates 
had chosen Gore instead, he would 
have won the presidency.

Meet Festival of the Arts Guest Artist A.J. Brown

A beautiful example of art transcending time is 
found in the story of Florida Highwaymen. This 
year the Mattie Kelly Arts Foundation Festival of the 
Arts welcomes guest artist A.J. Brown, a second 
generation Florida Highwayman from Fort Pierce, 
Florida. 


The original Highwaymen were 26 self-taught African- 
American painters, who in the 1950s realized they 
couldn’t sell their work in white-owned galleries, so 
they took to the road selling their scenes of beaches, 
sea and wildlife for $25 from their car trunks on 
area roadways. Today, many of the remaining 
Highwaymen are still on the road selling their works, 
but thankfully the world is more welcoming and their 
art is highly valued, selling for thousands of dollars. 


Born in Virginia and raised by a single mother and 
Seminole Indian grandmother in southern Florida, 
Brown came from a family of migrant fruit and 
vegetable pickers from Tallahassee. Life was hard. 
These nomadic working families lived in camps and 
traveled from highway to highway. During Brown’s 
elementary school years, she, like many others,

The history of Highwaymen is a part of our collective 
American history. And their rightful place in the 
world of art was confirmed recently when President 
Barack Obama and the First Lady added two of 
Brown’s paintings to their personal collection. And 
the tradition transcends time as art history is passed 
down to the next generation, including Brown’s own 
granddaughter, Jalisa. 


“The festival has always been a celebration of art,” 
says MKAF Artist Market Chair Deb Nissley. “We 
are honored A.J. Brown was able to join us to share 
her legacy story through her lovely artwork. Growing 
through the discovery of art is what we strive to do, 
and we’re sure festivalgoers will find this component 
both inspirational and educational.”

A.J. Brown has generously donated a beautiful 
original painting to help raise funds and awareness 
for MKAF’s art education outreach programs for 


attended more than 10 different schools and had 15 
different home addresses. “We had no permanent 
home. We were Highwaymen in every sense of the 
word,” says Brown. 


In 1969, Brown was in the fourth grade at Means 
Court Elementary School. When school recessed 
she worked summer jobs, including being a stucco 
helper to her Uncle Alfred and picking oranges in 
the fields. “We all were searching for a way out,” 
she says. “We were all caught in the same economic 
inequality.” 
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In the 1960s the family set roots in the Lincoln 
Park area of Fort Pierce, Florida. The Civil Rights 


Movement was growing in Miami, as it was 
throughout the country. Brown and her family were 
once again be on the move. “I was among the first 
students to end segregation. In 1970, early before 
daybreak, I woke to take three buses out of my 
neighborhood and across town to desegregate—one 
white school in another town.” 


Brown’s life, like many of the Florida Highwaymen, is 
clearly illustrated in her work. Images of vividly colored

Brian Taylor, Engineering Musician 


Taylor came to this area in 2012 (for his day job), and began playing first 
in his apartment. He ventured forth and started exploring local venues. 
In 2013, Taylor jammed at an open mic night at Beal Street Bottle 
Club. The owner asked him to come back and sit in. “I kept coming 
back—no one told me to go home.”

Trumpeter Dr. Brian Taylor has a day job unlike that 
of most jazzmen. The New York native has a bachelors 
in aerospace and masters and doctorate degrees in 
mechanical engineering from Case Western Reserve 
University in Cleveland. He currently works as a 
government researcher concentrating on “bio-inspired 
engineering,” developing engineering concepts and 
robotic applications based on observation of insects and 
animals. He speaks on the subject with enthusiasm, 
but it’s not his only field of endeavor. 


A watershed moment came when Taylor met Curacao-born classical 
and jazz pianist Gino Rosaria, a phenomenal musician, he says. 
He attended a CD release party for Rosaria, who later asked Taylor 
to play with him at a gig in Atlanta. On stage in Atlanta, Taylor 
realized, “This is why I do this.” 


Rosaria played one of Taylor’s compositions. Audience members 
asked when Taylor would be releasing his own album, an idea 
Taylor admits he’d been kicking around for a while. He worked 
on it in 2014 and 2015, and in January 2016, he released Spirito 
Sereno. The album features three original compositions, and three 
of Taylor’s arrangements of tunes from the musical Les Miserables. 


Taylor started playing the trumpet in fourth grade. 

He says he really wanted to play saxophone, but so 

did everyone else, so he accepted the trumpet. He later 
took up the sax, but trumpet has remained his primary 
instrument. Studying the instrument introduced him to 

jazz. He played in the school band, jazz ensemble and 
with the choir—“every band the school had.” Taylor’s compositional and performance inspirations on the album come 
from a number of directions. The first track, “Allarme Vicino Piazza 
San Pietro,” has its source in a police alarm he heard on a trip to 
Venice. Though Taylor found the sound jarring at the time, he 
says it stayed in his head and eventually made its way 
into his instrument. Another track, the well-known 
“Master of the House” from Les Miserables, rolls 
out like a second-line strut from a New Orleans 
brass band. The arrangement is strangely

Even while pursuing his engineering 
studies, Taylor says he kept his 
hand in with trumpet.

Live Music Review 


George Thorogood 


Saenger Theatre, Pensacola 


As my old lady and I walk back in from 
the smoking area, Jim Beams in hand, 
we can hear Jim Suhler and Monkey 
Beat (Lonesome George’s opening act) 
crank up a Rory Gallagher-style blues 
rock attack that ended with a cover of 
“Bullfrog Blues.” After a quick trip to 
the bar for round two, and taking our 
seats, the lights dim to a blue hue and 
Barry McGuire’s “Eve Of Destruction” 
is played through the PA. As the song 
ends, the growl of a classic hollow 
body Gibson can be heard in the 
distance. 


As George Thorogood takes the 
stage, he strikes a chord that sounds 
as mean as the rattlesnake whose 
hide was collected for the headband 
stretched across his brow. The original 
Delaware Destroyers join the show, 
and the band blasts off into one of the 
most perfectly rock ‘n roll sets I’ve ever 
witnessed, with stage banter as edgy 
and sinful as ever, guitar licks firmly 
in place and vocals strong and clear. 


All the many hits from their gold and 
platinum albums are attended to, 
including “House Rent Blues (One 
Bourbon, One Scotch, One Beer),” 
preceded by a Fonz-like swipe of the 
comb. During an absolutely sacred 
version of “I Drink Alone,” one young 
fan is anointed with the headstock of 
George’s axe. Before playing “Move 
It On Over,” the Destroyers’ take 
on the classic Hank Williams Sr. 
tune, George announces the “rock ‘n 
roll portion of the show will begin,” 
sarcastically ignoring that the first 
half of the set started with arguably

the most rock ‘n roll song ever written, 
Bo Diddley’s “Who Do You Love.” 


Before ripping through the big closer, 
“Bad To The Bone,” George playfully 
chastises a fan that’s begging for the 
song with the barb, “Don’t rush me, 
pal, it took 40 years for me to get 
here, and I’m gonna savor every sweet

second of it! 


The encore includes the classic 
“Madison Blues,” and George takes 
his final bow as an orchestral track 
of “The Star Spangled Banner” plays, 
finally exiting under a robe draped 
over him a la James Brown. He is 
naughty, tough, sexy and gracious— 
even if the duck-walks have slowed 
a bit, his energy is twice what most 
players half his age can muster. In 
short, George Thorogood is rock ‘n 
roll.

Local Makeup Guru Grows ad 7 Network

Halloween wouldn’t be Halloween 
without the opportunity to slip into 
another character. It’s a chance to 
buck our day-to-day norms, celebrate 
characters we love, and invite some 
silliness into our lives. 


We won’t judge whether you take 10 
minutes to throw something together, 
spend a lot of money at the pop-up 
Halloween store, or gruel over your 
costume until it’s just right. But local 
special effects and make-up artist 
Eric Dupré might raise an eyebrow or 
commend you on your creativity. 


Dupré owns and runs Underground 
FX Lab based out of Navarre, offering 
classes, advice and a newly released 
line of supplies to help others create 
one-of-a-kind effects. 


“Going on seven years, I’ve been known 
more locally as a special effects and 


makeup artist,” says Dupré. “It has 
grown so much, but I kind of fell into 
it” 


He was working as a television producer 
in Atlanta when an opportunity 
naturally unfolded. “I was helping 
with a project, and we needed to ‘shoot’ 
somebody. So that was my first project. 
I made blood and a squib.” 


That first taste, a simple on-camera 
gunshot, was enough for Dupré to jump 
at the next project. And the next project. 
“I really got into it, the behind the scenes 
of how to make things look real.” 


FX is more than horror and gore. One 
of Dupré’s current projects is to create 
a realistic and well-fitting shell top 
for a mermaid performer. He has also 
donated his talents to area events like 
Navarre High School’s production of 
The Little Mermaid, down to creating 
tentacles for Ursula to help the Disney 
villain come to life.

Dupré has a soft spot for molds to 
create unique prosthetics that range 
from full life casts to gaping, realistic 
wounds. So when we asked about 
affordable Halloween FX ideas, he 
recommended an inexpensive process 
to create a prosthetic of your own. 


Using a small sheet of foam board, make 
a rough indentation the size that you 
want your cut, or wound. 


Fill it with a mixture of one part wood 
glue to two parts Plaster of Paris. 


Let that set, clear coat it, and you now 
have a new negative mold to create a 
flexible prosthetic. 


Mix together gelatin, glycerin, and 
sorbitol in a small microwavable bowl. 
These are all items that can be bought 
at a grocery or drug store. 


Microwave at five-second intervals. The 
mixture needs to be clear, but you want 
to avoid bubbling. 
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Blend in foundation makeup that 
matches your skin tone. 


Pour into the plaster mold and let it set. 


Slowly and carefully remove it from the 
mold with the help of baby powder. 


Use a skin-safe adhesive like Pros-Aide 
to apply the prosthetic. 


To create well-blended edges, use 
witch hazel, which will naturally 
break down the gelatin to create a 
professional look. 


Finally, complete the look by using 
make-up to create any bruising, blood 
or rotten infection. 


Dupré has a line of professional grade 
materials available for purchase at 
Marsha’s Menagerie in Pensacola.

I started this book with the misunderstanding 
that French artist Claude Monet did only a few 
paintings of water lilies. In fact, he executed some 
250 of them, and they occupied a lot of space in 
his creative head during the last 30 years of his 
life. King’s book is not a biography but a kind 
of thesis, an educated guess on what impelled Monet to bend his will (and 
those of his family and friends) to this particular subject.

The Beachcomber Interview 


Trey Nick — 


“Nothing Really 
Changes Around Here” 


Interviewed by Charles Morgan III 


Your grandfather, Ol’ Nick, passed 
away in 1999 but people still talk 
about him like he’s going to walk 
around the corner of the oyster bar. 
It’s a terribly over-used phrase, but 
Old Man Nick is a true legend. What 
was he like? 

My grandfather was born in Oakfield, 
New York, quit school at 15, and joined 
the Army Air Corps. He left the service, 
lived in Selma for a while, and then built 
houses in Montgomery. He and a buddy 
took a trip to the coast and stopped at a 
roadside bait shop in Basin Bayou. He 
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liked it, and bought it for $8,500. That’s 
where Nick’s is today. He moved down 
here and sold bait, rented boats, and 
shucked oysters. He opened the store 
in 1963. 


He was a tough Italian. He was an 
outsider down here, a Yankee. The locals 
wanted to try him out. There were lots 
of fistfights in the restaurant. He beat 
one guy up and threw him through one 
of the plate glass windows. Then he was 
mad that the guy had broken the glass, 
and he went outside and threw him back 
inside the restaurant. He wasn’t the only 
one who got thrown out of Nick’s. 
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How did the transition of ownership 
work in the Nick family? Didn’t it 
change every few years or so? 

My grandfather had nine siblings, 
and he brought four of them down 
from New York. His youngest 
brother ran it from 1969 to 1979. 
My dad Frank ran it from 1979 to 
1989. Connie and Wayne Jones 
ran it from 1989 to 1998. I’ve run 
it ever since. 


What’s the Auburn connection in 
the family? 

My dad was 18 years old and was out 
in the bay tonging oysters one winter. 
The anchor line holding the boat was 
frozen solid with ice. That’s when he 
decided to go to college. 


I know you went to Auburn, too. 
I doubt that’s where you learned 
about vertical integration in 
business, but you figured it our 
somewhere. You do it all. You 
supply the fish, shrimp, crab and 
oysters for the restaurant. The 
middleman went away. I think 
that’s how you’re supposed to do 
it. How does it work? 

Well, Ihad good mentors. We’ve been 
doing that forever. My grandfather 
had a shrimp boat, and he tonged 
oysters. And we’ve always had fish 
and crab boats. 


You were 23 when you took over 
the restaurant. You must be some 
kind of genius. 

When I took over, there were four 
people working for me who had 
120 years of experience. They said, 
“What’s this kid gonna do here?” 
Three of the ladies used to spank me 
when I was a boy. I told them, “Y’all 
just keep doing what you’ve been 
doing for 30 years. I’m gonna clean 
the restrooms and greet the people 
when they come in the door.” They 
said, “That1l work just fine.” 


You put on fishing tournaments 
and bonfires and do tailgates. You 
even do tailgates in Tuscaloosa. 
What’s that like? 

I’m an Auburn fan, but I’ve learned 
to say “Roll Tide”. If the Lord were to 
call me home, he’d have to send me 
back on Saturday so I could watch 
college football. 


You and Jennifer just got back 
from New York City. How did y’all 
fit in up there? 

It was overwhelming. We’re 
surrounded by weirdos down here. 
They took it to another level. I loved 
it—we'll be back. 


What’s with all the animals around 
Nick’s? 

As long as I remember, there’s 
been critters around here. Ducks, 
chickens, alligators, pigs...we used 
to have geese that would chase the 
customers. 


What’s your secret? You’ve got 
a customer base that doesn’t fit 
conventional demographics. I’ve 
seen people in here that look like 
they just came out of the swamp, 
people who either just got out of 
jail or look like they belong there, 
cops and military guys with real 
guns, and some of the wealthiest, 
fanciest people who live on the 
coast. 

We do bring a little different angle 
than you’d expect at a restaurant. 
Our customer base, our clientele is 
like a big family. We’re more than a 
restaurant—this is our way of life. 


You always look like you’re having 
fun. Jennifer works a full-time job 
teaching. In addition to shucking 
oysters and bartending, Aubrey 
and Cade are always busy doing 
something. Your parents are in 
the restaurant helping out. You 
just kind of wander around. How’d 
you figure that out? Are fishing 
and hunting part of your job? You 
seem to stay busy in the woods 
and on the bay. 

Well, nothing really changes around 
here. When I took over, if it was going 
to fail, that was on me—and that 
wasn’t going to happen. Ever since 
my granddaddy and grandmother 
had it, our family has always lived 
in the store. 


Since Jennifer and I took over, it’s 
just history repeating itself. Everyone 
here is hands-on. 


What’s the one thing that makes 
Nick’s so special? 

I think we’ve grown more unique 
over the years because we haven’t 
changed.

Human Mystery Still a Factor in Today’s Violence

How well do we know anybody? Not well, it 
seems. Each week brings another horrific headline 
and, with it, descriptions of those involved that 
often conflict with the facts. 


Last Wednesday, Detroit was rocked by the news 
of a gruesome quadruple murder. Gregory Green, 
49, of Dearborn Heights allegedly killed his two 
young children with poison and shot his two older 
stepchildren in front of their mother, Green’s wife, 
whom he tortured and tied up in the basement. 


As if that weren’t shocking enough, after Green’s 
arrest we learned he had murdered before—his 
first wife, 25 years ago. She was pregnant at the 
time. 


He stabbed her to death. 


Despite that, people close to him had actually 
pleaded on his behalf. “I don’t believe Gregory is a 
threat to society,” Green’s mother, Tommie Green, 
wrote to ajudge in 1992, according to a Free Press 
article last week. “I don’t believe a long sentence 
will (make) him any better because he has suffered 
already and he will continue to suffer the rest of 
his life...” 


Another woman, who claimed to work for the 
Michigan Department of Corrections, wrote this to 
the judge before Green was sentenced for second- 
degree murder: “Your honor, I know that Gregory 
is not a criminal, nor is he a threat to society.” 


Yet last week, if the charges prove true, Green, 
who served 16 years in prison, remained the worst 


kind of threat to society—a deadly one. 


How well do we know anybody? 


How could they defend him, we wonder? How could 
his second wife have married him or started a family 
with him—given his past? Who knows? You can’t 
blame family members for defending their own. 


But cases like Green’s should wave a caution flag at 
the media’s knee-jerk practice of quoting a mother, 
father, sibling or cousin in the immediate aftermath 
of violent incidents. 


So often we hear things like “He’s a family man,” or 
“He wouldn’t hurt anybody,” or “He loved sports and 
went to church.” Trouble is, these descriptions can 
run afoul of the facts. 


Green’s mother now seems deadly wrong about 
her own son. The neighbor who told the media 
that Kalamazoo Uber driver Jason Dalton was “a 
good family man” seems clueless, after Dalton was 
accused of killing six people. O.J. Simpson? Oscar 
Pistorius? Both highly esteemed before their murder 
charges. 


How well do we know anybody? 


Of course, the alternative is to get no personal 
testimony, just go by things like criminal records. 
But these can also be limiting. Dalton had no 
criminal record before the shooting spree. Neither 
did Syed Rizwan Farook, who, along with his wife, 
Tashfeen Malik, killed 14 people and wounded 22 
others during a terrorist attack in San Bernardino, 
California. Farook was born in the U.S. and, until 
that day, could have accurately been described as 
a law-abiding American citizen. 


On the other hand, a few lines on a piece of paper— 
even if it’s arap sheet—don’t tell a full human story, 
either. If1 used the words “a male in his 30s with two 
arrests on his record,” you might flinch. But that’s 
also a factual description of Michael Phelps, the most

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decorated Olympian of all time, who despite two DUI 
arrests, is considered an American icon. 


Which information paints the picture? 


These days, we are engrossed in judging highly 
publicized shootings and violence. And whatever 
we hear first we tend to repeat. There was a gun. 
There wasn’t a gun. The guy was polite. The guy was 
belligerent. I’m not speaking of the right or wrong 
of shootings. I’m talking about how fast we form 
opinions of guilt, innocence and motivations of people 
that, let’s face it, we don’t know in the slightest. 


Consider this statement from Sue Klebold, the 
mother of Dylan Klebold, who, along with fellow high 
school senior Eric Harris, planned and executed 
the Columbine massacre in 1999. I’m pretty sure, 
before that horrific day when her son took others’ 
lives and finally his own, she would have said she 
knew her boy. 


Now, in a book called Far From the Tree by Andrew 
Solomon, she said this: 


“T used to think I could understand people, relate 
and read them pretty well. After this, I realized I don’t 
have a clue what another human being is thinking. 
We read our children fairy tales and teach them that 
there are good guys and bad guys. I would never do 
that now. I would say that every one of us has the 
capacity to be good and the capacity to make poor 
choices.” 


We never know who will make what choice when. 
Not the perpetrator. Not the victim. Sometimes, not 
even the person you share your home with. If we ever 
really accepted this, we might be a lot slower to judge.

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Joe & Eddie’s Family Restaurant — 
A FoWal Tradition

“The community has become our family and has 
been very good to us.”

Family-owned and operated since 1954, Joe & 
Eddie’s is the place where both locals and visitors 
gather for a quality home-cooked meal. You can 
have breakfast all day every day, as well as lunch 
and dinner. 


The current owner is Ann Perillo, whose late 
husband Gerard was the nephew of Joe & Eddie’s 
founder Joseph Polazzo. Gerard came down from 
New York in 1962 to work for his uncle. Ann arrived 
from Atmore, Alabama a couple years later and 
started working as a waitress. Gerard and Ann 
were married at the end of 1964. 


In 1973, Gerard and Ann bought the restaurant 
from Joseph—Eddie had left the restaurant 
business back in the late 1950s. Joe & Eddie’s 
Family Restaurant was located in downtown Fort 
Walton Beach until 2005, and the building was 
torn down in 2006. Gerard and Ann reopened in 
2008 at 400 North Eglin Parkway. One of their 
good friends, Shirley Temple, had inherited the 
property and leased it to the Perillos. Ann is now 
in the process of buying the property. 


Ann and Gerard had been married 51 years when 
Gerard passed away in December of 2014. “Gerard 
was the character of Joe & Eddie’s,” says Ann. “He 
was Italian and could be both gruff and soft. He 
loved to pull a joke! He had so many friends from 
all over the city and law enforcement. There were 
600 people at his funeral.” 


Ann and Gerard had three children, two of whom 
stepped in to help at the restaurant when Gerard 
passed away. Eddie is a retired Okaloosa County 
Sheriff's Deputy, and Vicki does the cooking at the 
restaurant (she learned from her mother). Their 
other son, Gerard III, works as a counselor in 
Destin. There are 12 grandchildren and one great 
grandchild. Many of the family members have 
worked at Joe & Eddie’s in some capacity. 


There are many long-time employees at Joe & 
Eddie’s. Cashier Cheryl Campbell has been here for 
10 years. Chef Craig Swinarski has been working at 
the restaurant since he was in high school, starting 
out as a dishwasher. Swinarski grew up across the 
street from the Perillos. There are many 20-year 
employees who have either retired or passed away. 


Nick DeCaprio, another New York transplant, is 
the restaurant’s night manager. He worked for 
the Fort Walton Beach Police Department for 28 
years and then for the Okaloosa County Sheriff’s 
Department for another 10. About three years 
ago, he was asked to help out at the restaurant 
by Gerard and Ann’s son Eddie. 


“I met Gerard back in 1969, and we became good 
friends,” says DeCaprio. “Our families spent a 
lot of time together. My wife and I would come 
to the restaurant to eat, and many of our family 
members would come here as well. I enjoy talking 
to the people who come in and enjoy working with 
the cooks and servers.” 


According to Ann, the top menu item at Joe & 
Eddie’s is Mother Tom’s Omelet. “Mother Tom was 
an entertainer who worked at the Lido Lounge, 
Kitty Kat Korner and Carmichael’s Surf Side 7,” 
she says. “He came into the restaurant one day 
and wanted a different kind of omelet, so Gerard 
made him (one) that included everything but the 
kitchen sink.” 


For lunch, patrons can order burgers and 
deli-style sandwiches. There are popular daily 
specials, including homemade chicken and 
dumplings (Mondays), homemade meat loaf 
(Thursdays), and fresh mullet (Fridays). Other 
favorites include spaghetti with meat sauce, 
homemade pot roast, and catfish—fried or grilled. 
There are homemade desserts, too—banana 
pudding, chocolate mousse, and the Elvis Cake 
made by Ann herself. 


Local families, civic organizations and church 
groups gather at Joe & Eddie’s to enjoy great food, 
discuss politics, or relax with family and friends 
over a cup of coffee. “Each month the Choctaw 
Scholarship Committee meets here,” says Ann. 
“We also have a coin club and a local motorcycle 
club, the Sandollar Club, that meet here.” 


“Joe & Eddie’s was the place to go after you took 
your date home back in the 1960’s,” says Fort 
Walton Beach native Bill Roberts. “We would eat 
breakfast and go home. Today, my wife and I go 
there for breakfast after church.” 


Longtime FWB resident and Beach Liquors owner 
Mike Kelley has many memories of Joe & Eddie’s. 
“In the 1970’s, we used to go there for breakfast 
after a night out. Joe & Eddie’s was open 24-7 
back then. I remember they had small jukeboxes 
at each table, and it cost a quarter to play a song. I 
also used to work out with Gerard Perillo at Gold’s 
Gym early in the morning when the restaurant 
was downtown. We would work out around 6:30, 
and then Gerard would go right back to work.” 


Kelley points out that Gerard and Ann Perillo were 
always at the front door of the restaurant to greet 
customers. “Their attention to the personal care 
of their customers was outstanding, and the food 
has always been great.” 


“We take care of our customers here at Joe & 
Eddie’s,” says Ann. “People like to come in to 
socialize with their friends and the servers. 
Our friendships with customers make the job 
worthwhile.”

Five Brews You Gotta Try Before They’re Gone

Hallelujah! The long, hot, sticky 
summer is behind us, and fall— 
with its cool night breezes—is upon 
us. And you know what that means. 
Time to pack up the bikinis and board 
shorts and work on getting a six-pack. 
Or maybe even a case. 


Summer may be gone, but beer 
season is here. Here are a few of our 
seasonal faves that you need to try 
now. Because when summer comes 
back around, they'll be gone. 


Sierra Nevada Oktoberfest. 
Sure, German brewers with 
unpronounceable names produce 
the most authentic—and arguably 
best tasting—Marzens. But there 
are brands here in the USA that do 
a good job producing tasty Marzen- 
style Oktoberfest beer that may 
actually appeal more to American 
taste buds. This is one of the best, 
and it’s easy to find. It offers plenty of 
infused, no-nonsense, German-style 
flavor, yet isn’t so heavy it couldn’t 
inspire a slam fest. 


Lagunitas Brown Shugga. Brown 
Shugga, how come you taste so good? 
Hinting of spiciness and slightly 
mysterious with a tease of deep, dark, 
dried fruits, Lagunita’s Brown Shugga 
is just the right kind of sweet, ending 
with a whisper of bitters for balance. 
It’s exceptionally good with pairings 
of smoked meat or chicken, maybe 
even a Thanksgiving turkey. Drinking 
Brown Shugga on an empty stomach 
probably isn’t a good idea anyway, 
as it’s packing an ABV of almost 10 
percent. If you really love it, you might 
want to stock up because it’s only 
around from October to December. 


Rogue Pumpkin Patch. Always 
sticklers for details, Rogue actually 
grows their own pumpkins and waits 
for their harvest before whipping up 
this seasonal ale. It might hit the 
market later than other pumpkin ales, 
but it’s worth the wait. Oddly enough, 
despite all those fresh pumpkins, 
Rogue doesn’t overdo the pumpkin 
flavor or the pie-like spices. What 
it does deliver is plenty of flavor 
that often appeals to hopheads that 
wouldn’t so much as sniff another 
pumpkin ale. When you see it, grab 
it, because it’s only available in the 
cool months. 


Russian River Brewing, Pliny the 
Younger. If the thought of short days 
and chilly winds gets you down, take 
heart. Winter is the only time of year 
Pliny the Younger, a hearty triple 
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IPA, is distributed. Infused with full- 
bodied, almost bold flavor and an 
ABV of over 10 percent, it’s more of 
a sipper than a chugger. If you find 
it too intense, go for the double IPA, 
Pliny the Elder. 


Anchor Steam Beer. Technically nota 
seasonal or even a brand new beer, but 
the steam beer trend has just begun 
to catch on locally. Also known as a 
California common, Anchor Brewing 
out of—where else?—California makes 
a tasty intro to steam beers that’s 
worth trying. Originally conceived as a 
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hearty, working class beverage in the 
late 19th century, Anchor has stayed 
true to its early roots with plenty of 
hops, malt and a noseful of yammy 
yeast aroma. Likewise, it’s packing a 
classic ABV range at 4.9 percent. 


Honorable Mention—Apple Ciders. 
Nothing says fall like apple cider, but 
let’s be real. A lot of diehard hopheads 
don’t much care for them. Sure, there 
are really good, hard-to-find, upscale 
hard ales that are hard not to like. 
But we’re talking about the good ol’ 
ordinary, affordable brands like Angry

Orchards’ Cinnful and Green Apple, 
and Strongbow’s Golden Apple—all 
newish twists on the classics. They’re 
cheap, gluten-free, super-easy to find 
and fun to play with. 


How so? We've recently discovered 
that when mixed with bourbon 
or vodka—and maybe a few other 
ingredients—they make a great boozy 
libation. You can find recipes on Angry 
Orchard’s website. Or get creative and 
whip up your own. You might find the 
cider you loathed makes for a cocktail 
you love.

Cheap Balls - A 20-Year 
Fitness Trainer Looks Back

Being a fitness trainer for over 20 years, | have 
seen it all. Quite often, I think about how far my 
career has gone. It seems like yesterday I was a 
recent college graduate from Mississippi State 
University (Go, Bulldogs!) trying to break into the 
fitness industry. Because I am a people person with 
a natural desire to help others, I felt right at home 
after landing my first client in a local gym. 


Fitness training can be very serious, but it can also 
be a hoot. Most of the time, these funny sessions 
are not planned—which makes them even funnier. 
One thing I love about training people throughout 
the day is getting to work with so many different 
personalities. Some of y’all might see this as a 
nightmare, but I find it extremely entertaining. And 
yall know southerners love to be entertained. 


Speaking of being entertained, one of my funniest 
gym moments has to do with stability balls. Most of 
you are probably familiar with these. They are like 
anything else—you can buy the expensive model, or 
you can go the cheap route and get the less expensive 
model. Well, when you are putting all your body 
weight and trust on an oversized balloon, you better 
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hope youre sitting on the expensive one! 


My first place of employment did not see the 
importance of well-made stability balls. Go ahead, 
the knockoff brand will work fine was the philosophy. 
Well, okay. I knew in my heart that was not a good 
idea, but I was just the rookie. 


Imagine being about a foot off the ground, lying on 
your back with one of these balls being the only 
thing between you and the floor. Suddenly you hear 
aloud POP! Y’all know this doesn’t end well. You find 
yourself on the floor with several pieces of material 
around you that was once an exercise ball. What 
in the world happened? The cheap ball exploded 
instead of slowly deflating like the more expensive 
one was designed to do.
